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LIVESTOCK  NUMBERS  IN  SELECTED 

Cattle,  sheep,  and  goat  numbers  in  selected  major 
countries  were  down  slightly  at  the  beginning  of  1977.  Hog 
numbers  increased  to  within  3  percent  of  the  1974  record 
while  horse  numbers  appear  to  have  stabilized  from  a 
decHning  trend. 

Cattle 

Cattle  numbers  in  selected  major  countries  declined  for 
the  second  consecutive  year  during  1976.  On  January  1, 
1977,  numbers  were  down  about  1  percent  to  715  million 
head.  There  were  declines  of  1  percent  or  more  in  15  of  the 
52  countries  listed.  Increases  in  cattle  numbers  were 
limited,  for  the  most  part,  to  developing  countries,  and 
Japan  where  producers  were  encouraged  to  expand  herds 
by  attractive  meat  prices. 

Drought  was  an  important  factor  in  the  herd  reduction  in 
almost  all  of  the  countries  showing  declines.  In  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  where  numbers  were  down  4  percent  in 
each  country  during  1976,  unfavorable  feed/ cattle  price 
ratios  have  been  an  important  factor  in  a  2-year  drop  in 
numbers.  The  decline  in  the  United  States  of  over  5  million 
head  last  year,  was  80  percent  of  the  cattle  herd  reduction  in 
the  listed  countries. 

In  Mexico,  numbers  were  down  2  percent  during  1976, 
the  first  decline  in  over  15  years.  Depressed  U.S.  feeder 
cattle  prices  during  1974  and  1975  caused  a  reduction  in 
Mexican  feeder  cattle  exports,  which  in  turn  caused 
Mexican  ranchers  to  cull  their  herds.  Mexican  feeder  cattle 
exports  to  the  United  States  were  up  sharply  in  late  1976, 
but  that  was  due  primarily  to  the  peso  devaluation.  Sales 
were  also  higher  because  Mexican  ranchers  sold  cattle  for 
fear  that  the  new  Government's  land  reform  policies  would 
reduce  their  landholdings. 

After  a  2-year  expansion,  cattle  numbers  declined  1.2 
percent  in  Argentina  because  of  drought  and  disappoint- 
ment with  the  West  European  beef  market. 

Chile  was  the  only  other  South  American  country  whose 
cattle  numbers  dropped  during  1976.  The  7  percent  fall  in 
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numbers  was  due  primarily  to  record  cattle  slaughter  as  a 
result  of  attractive  beef  prices,  were  caused  in  part  by  a 
sharp  reduction  in  beef  imports  from  Argentina. 

In  Europe,  there  were  cattle  herd  reductions  of  1  percent 
or  more  in  France,  the  Netherlands,  the  United  Kingdom, 
Finland,  the  German  Democratic  Republic,  and  Poland. 
The  largest  declines,  occurred  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
where  numbers  fell  4.5  percent  because  of  2  years  of 
drought,  and  Poland,  down  5.6  percent,  because  of  both 
drought  and  restricted  beef  export  markets  in  Western 
Europe. 

Cattle  numbers  in  the  USSR  declined  for  the  first  time 
since  1969  because  of  feed  shortages  caused  by  poor 
harvests  in  the  1975/ 1976  crop  year.  However,  losses  were 
limited  to  only  about  1  percent  of  the  1976  beginning  year 
inventory. 

Because  of  drought  and  depressed  world  beef  prices, 
Australian  numbers  fell  4.3  percent  to  32.0  million  head  for 
the  first  decline  in  over  10  years.  In  New  Zealand,  where 
cattle  numbers  fell  2  percent  last  year,  it  is  believed  that 
farmers  were  trending  to  shift  to  sheep  production  because 
of  depressed  world  beef  and  dairy  markets. 

Cattle  numbers  in  South  Korea  fell  2.8  percent  during 
1976.  Korean  farmers  have  been  selling  native  breeds  for 
beef  and  appear  to  be  moving  toward  more  profitable 
imported  dairy  and  beef  breeds. 

In  1977  the  world  beef  market  is  expected  to  improve 
only  slightly  with  the  the  traditional  importers  (Canada,  the 
United  States,  Japan,  and  the  European  Community) 
expected  to  take  only  about  50,000  tons  more  beef  and  veal 
than  in  1976.  Total  imports  by  these  countries  would  be 
only  66  percent  of  the  level  reached  in  1973.  The  lack  of  real 
growth  in  these  premium  price  markets  is  expected  to  slow 
or  retard  the  growth  in  cattle  numbers  in  Argentina,  New 
Zealand,  and  Uruguay,  and  cause  a  continued  reduction  in 
numbers  in  Australia. 

In  Canada  and  the  United  States,  numbers  are  expected 
to  fall  again  as  cow  slaughter  continued  heavy  in  the  first 
half  of  this  year. 


In  the  EC.  cattle  numbers  are  expected  to  be  up  slightly 
during  1977  because  of  improved  weather  conditions  and 
continued  high  import  taxes  and  duties  on  beef.  Cattle 
numbers  would  increase  further  in  the  EC  except  for  an 
expected  slight  decline  in  France. 

Sov  iet  cattle  numbers  are  expected  to  recover  during 
1977  because  of  improved  pastures  and  feed  supplies. 

In  Japan,  numbers  are  expected  to  continue  to  increase 
as  favorable  dairy  feeder  steer/ imported  corn  price  ratios 
are  expected  to  encourage  herd  expansion. 

Hogs 

Hog  numbers  in  selected  major  countries  increased  4 
percent  during  1976  to  379  million  head,  after  falling  5.5 
percent  in  1975.  After  an  11  percent  slump  during  1975, 
U.S.  hog  numbers  rebounded  about  1 1  percent  during  1976 
because  of  a  more  favorable  grain/ hog  price  ratio.  In 
Canada,  numbers  were  up  3.3  percent  after  an  8.2  percent 
fall  the  previous  year. 

EC  hog  numbers  were  up  2.2  percent,  recovering  from 
declines  in  the  2  previous  years. 

Hog  numbers  were  also  up  in  most  of  the  other  European 
countries  with  the  exception  of  Poland  and  Portugal. 
Polish  numbers  fell  23  percent  last  year  because  the  1976 
drought  reduced  potato  and  other  nonconcentrate  feed 
supplies,  which  are  important  feeds  for  pigs  in  Poland. 

In  Portugal  numbers  have  declined  for  2  years  because  of 
heavy  slaughter  programs  to  combat  swine  fever  and 
cutbacks  in  breeding  herds,  in  1975,  when  large  landowners 
fled  their  estates  because  of  the  new  Government's  land 
reform  programs. 

Soviet  hog  numbers  increased  9  percent  last  year  after 
falling  20  percent  during  1975.  The  Soviets  were  able  to 
start  a  recovery  in  hog  numbers  because  meat  imports  were 
maintained  at  high  levels  and  breeding  animals  were 


preserved  during  the  drought-stimulated  cutback  in  hog 
inventories. 

Japanese  hog  numbers  reached  a  record  8.5  million  head 
at  the  start  of  1977  after  declining  for  the  previous  2  years. 
Improved  prices  encouraged  herd  expansion. 

In  1977,  abundant  grain  supplies  and  lower  prices  are 
expected  to  encourage  further  expansion  in  hog  numbers  in 
most  countries. 

Sheep 

Sheep  numbers  in  major  selected  countries  fell  slightly 
during  1976  to  register  684  million  head  at  the  beginning  of 
this  year. 

The  largest  absolute  declines  occurred  in  Iran  and 
Australia.  In  Iran  continued  migration  of  villagers  to  cities 
and  government  efforts  to  regulate  overgazed  areas  are 
cited  as  the  principal  reasons  for  the  fall  in  numbers. 

In  Australia,  dry  weather  in  the  breeding  season  and 
heavy  exports  of  live  sheep  to  the  middle  east  caused  the 
decline  in  numbers. 

Goats 

Goat  numbers  in  selected  countries  declined  slightly  in 
1976  to  84  million  head  as  of  early  1977.  The  only  major 
change  among  these  was  in  Mexico,  where  numbers  edged 
to  9.3  million  head  after  falling  for  2  years. 

Horses 

Horse  numbers  in  selected  countries  were  up  slightly 
during  1976  to  38  million  head,  reversing  a  long-term 
decline.  The  increase  in  1 976  was  due  to  a  4  percent  increase 
in  Mexico  and  only  slight  changes  in  the  other  countries. 
Horse  numbers  appear  to  have  reached  a  stable  level.
